How We Can Help Them

The faculty, residence hall staff, and 
others who work directly with our students 
participated in a four-day week of work- 
shop activities ending on February 20th 
this year. The .members of the planning 
committee appointed by Dr. Brill were Mr. 
Hoxie, Chairman; Mrs. Boyer, Mrs. Batch- 
elder, Mr. Fauth, Mr. Rahmlow, Mr. Kund, 

Dr. Bennan, Mrs. Lobherr, Mr. Jaech, and 
Miss Ohlinger. 

The speakers and activities chosen were 
in accordance with the staff-suggested 
topics most favored in a survey made 
during the preceding fall among those who 
were expected to participate in the work- 
shop activities. The theme for the week, 
“Children as Individuals: How We Can Help 
Them/' evolved from the general trend of 
subject matter desired. 

Dr. Henry Klopping, Superintendent of 
•the California School for the Deaf at 
Berkeley, spoke on “Total Education” at 
the opening meeting on Tuesday morning. 
This address, which was concerned with 
the presently evolving total program of 
academic, vocational, and personal develop- 
ment education at the California School 
tor the Deaf at Berkeley, also allowed 
for questions and answers before its con- 
clusion. Other meetings at which everyone 
was in attendance were as follows: 

“Learning Disabilities and Hyper- 
activity in Relation to Drugs” was 
presented by Dr. Clement Papazian, 
Assistant Chief, Department of 
Pediatrics, Kaiser Permanente Medi- 
cal Center, Fontana, on Wednesday. 

“Employee Protection Program Em- 
ergency Response Procedures” was 
concerned with medical emergency, 
earthquake, fire, and search and 
evacuation due to a bomb threat. 
This was presented by Sergeant 
Robert R. Kessler, California State 


Police, Department of General Serv- 
ices, Los Angeles. 

“Deaf Studies in .the School Cur- 
riculum,” the closing presentation 
on Friday, was made toy Mr. Robert 
Panara, deaf visiting professor in 
English and drama at the California 
State University at Northridge from 
the Nationl Technical Institute for 
the Deaf at Rochester, New York. 

Everyone had the opportunity to earn 
university credits by choosing to do follow- 
up work with individual students after at- 
tending the presentation, “A Humanistic 
Approach to Individualized Instruction.” 
Two members of the CSDR faculty, Dr. 
Goeman, Psychologist, and Miss Hestand, 
Educational Consultant, were responsible 
for this presentation and are overseeing 
the follow-up work. 

Other presentations during the week 
covered a variety of interests and were 
attended by sections of the total group. 
They were as follows: 

“An Overview of the SI Metric 
System” had two general informa- 
tion sessions for high school teach- 
ers and other staff members and a 
practical application session .in- 
tended for elementary and junior 
high school teachers and for high 
school mathematics teachers. Mr. J. 
Dean Hane, Curriculum Coordinator 
in Riverside County Schools, con- 
ducted these meetings. 

“Orientation to Movement Therapy” 
was a single presentation with lec- 
ture and videotape by Dr. Beth 
Kalish of Immaculate Heart College 
in Los Angeles. 

“Creative Curriculum” by Miss Mar- 
ilyn Bramley, Curriculum Coor- 
dinator with the Riverside County 
Schools, included a display of mater- 
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ials illustrative of the potential for 
creativity in a classroom. 

“Career Education” was an oppor- 
tunity to learn about a set of ma- 
terials for classroom use discussed 
by Mr. Mel Norcross, Audio-Visual 
Consultant with Audio-Graphic Sup- 
ply, Inc. 


to their special interests. A session on 
“Visual Pre-screening” was presented by 
Dr. V. M. Stone, Ophthalmologist, and a 
session concerned with “Skin Rash Prob- 
lems” was presented by Dr. JLawrence 
Sharpe, Pediatrician, for the medical staff. 
The two doctors provide medical services 
for our school on a regular basis. 


“Basic Counseling Ideas” was pre- 
sented by Mrs. Inga McDaniel, 
Psychologist and UCR Extension 
Instructor, who had served as a con- 
sultant for us in the past. 

“Rhythm Workshop”, conducted by 
Mr. Tom Edson, Curriculm Coordin- 
ator with Riverside County Schools, 
provided for active participation in 
many rhythmic activities for vari- 
ous levels. 

As in the past, provision was made for 
Counselor-Teacher conferences. These were 
generally concerned with the progress of 
individual students in the area of their 
social-academic development. 

Counselors and teachers of the Deaf 
Multi-Handicapped Unit participated in a 
discussion of “Student Assessment,” con- 
cerned with entering students and led by 
Mrs. Mary Lobherr, Principal of Unit I. 
Mr. Tim Jaech, Principal of Unit II, 
conducted a “Daily Living Skills Program” 
meeting with Unit II teachers related to 
development of new ideas for a continuing 
plan. 

The members of the school Medical 
Department and Physical Education De- 
partment had a number of meetings suited 


Both the staff members of the Physical 
Education Department and of the Medical 
Department met with Dr. William J. Navi- 
gato, Orthopedic Surgeon, who had “Ath- 
letic Injuries” as his topic. The two groups 
then went to Riverside City College for a 
session on “Wrapping and Taping” with 
Mr. A1 Boyd, Athletic Trainer. This was 
followed by a session on “Criteria for 
Required Participation in Physical Edu- 
ation Programs” back on our own campus 
led by Mr. Lynn Davidson, Director of 
Athletics and Activities. 

Members of the staff of the Physical 
Education Department completed their 
special activities with a field trip. This was 
to observe the Physical Education Pro- 
gram at North High School in the city of 
Riverside. 

The clerical staff, who find themselves 
in contact with all aspects of the CSDR 
program, were invited to participate in any 
part of the week’s activities they considered 
of interest or potential value in meeting 
their responsibilities. With their participa- 
tion, a total of more than 250 CSDR staff 
members took part in the Staff Develop- 
ment and Training activities during the 
four days from February 17th to 20th.

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Do You Have a Moment? 

At this writing, I am currently serving 
on a jury for the superior court of this 
country, the case is a homicide. While it 
doesn’t have the national interest of the 
Patty Hearst case, it is still a serious one. 
I might add that this is the first experience 
I have had with the court sof our country 
and I am impressed. Nowhere else in this 
world is there a system of justice as good 
as ours. To those of you who might take 
exception, I ask just one question. Have 
you been there? Every right of the indi- 
vidual is protected, and while this might 
seem c waste of time to the reader of our 
local newspapers, or the street corner 
speculators, it is necessary. In a court of 
law, regardless of the circumstances, the 
defendant is innocent until proven guilty. 

Why should I write about being in 
court? What has that got to do with my 
job? First of all you must understand 
that I must make decisions which, in the 
final analysis, affect the lives of several 
hundred students and staff. In order to 
make decisions, I must have all of the 
facts. Hearsay and supposition are not 
relevant to the decision, just as in a court 
of law. Anyone coming to me and report- 
ing that they heard from another staff 
member that something happened, gets 
little of my time. I will, however, request 
that the incident be checked out and that 
I am informed of all the facts. Only then 
will I take the necessary steps to correct 
the problem. 

Children get into trouble and I am 
amazed at all the information I get about 
what they did last year or at some other 
time. With some it is relevant, a repetition 
of behavior which indicates a pattern. This 
can be dealt with, however, this is not 


always the case and one must be careful 
not to assume a conclusion. What 
concerns me is the pupil who is punished 
for something he hasn’t done just because 
we haven’t checked out all the facts or 
because the pattern of his behavior fits the 
incident and we make assumptions. 

I feel that the experience of serving on 
this jury has been very beneficial to me as 
a person and to my work as an admini- 
strator. It has made me more aware of 
small details, of communication, and of 
seeing that each pupil’s rights are 
protected.

Happy 200th Birthday America ! 


How well do you know your American 
history? Why not drop by the area be- 
tween the library and the media center 
and take a walk through our American 
history! 

A bicentennial time-line covering the 
years between 1776 and 1976 has attracted 
many students and teachers since it was 
first put up on the wall. Words and 
pictures illustrate many of the important 
events that occured during America’s past. 

The idea for the time-line came about 
when Miss Johnson, our librarian, suggest- 
ed that the media center staff compose a 
list of available bicentennial materials. 
From there, Ms. Weiner, our media special- 
ist, went on to create the design for a 
time-line and do the historical research. 
Then, the last step was to take all the 
written information and all of the visuals 
and to create an eye-catching display. Jeff 
Calhoun, a sophmore who has been work- 
ing part time in the media center, was 
assigned the task of laying out the time 
line, stenciling in the events, and mounting 
the visuals in the proper places. 

After the time-line of American history 
was completed, a historical view of CSDR 
was designed. CSDR is celebrating its 23rd 
birthday this year, and it seemed appro- 
priate that during this bicentennial year 
we give recognition to teachers who have 
been here since the 1950's and to students 
who were members of CSDR's first class- 
es. Group photos of faculty and students,' 
as well as old newspaper clippings, were 
put up on the wall next to the library. 
This display has provided our students with 
a glimpse of the past years at CSDR. 

Another feature of the bicentennial dis- 
play is a collection of individual award 
winning portraits of all the Presidents. 
These pictures, donated by Dr. Brill, were 
mounted across from the TV studio. The 
attractive presidential portraits are a 
wonderful addition to the 200 years of 
American history covering our walls. 

The bicentennial display has proved its 
educational value by becoming a teaching 
tool for many of the teachers at CSDR.

About five-thirty the sun rose in a 
direct line under the comet, making it 
difficult to see it. Shortly, the comet 
vanished from sight. 

We packed up the telescope and headed 
for home. I will always remember the 
first time I saw a comet through my very 
own telescope.
